Earl Shelton, nephew of Carl 
Shelton, slain gang leader, and 
Ray Walker, a long time lieuten- 
ant of the gangster, testified to- 
day at an inquest at Fairfield, Iil., 
in the shooting of Shelton from 
ambush that they identified 
Charies Harris, . former convict, 
as one of five assailants. They 
marrowly escaped as a hail of 
bullets tore through the under- 
brush overlooking a country lane 
mear the Shelton farm. 

Walker, who is 42 years old, tes- 
tified that he went with Carl 
Shelton and Ear! Shelton to the 
farm of Roy Shelton, a brother of 
Carl's to get a jeep that Carl had 
left there. Then they Fe started 
to Fairfield, with Carl driving the 
jeep and the other two in a truck. 

“Carl was in front in his jeep 
driving very slowly,” Walker stat- 
ed, “and we were following just 
behind in the truck. As we dipped 
down an incline to a bridge a 
volley of gunfire ae hee 
through some sycamore brush. 

Shelton Fell Out of Jeep. 

“Carl fell out of his jeep on the 
right side. I saw the automobile: 
where the —— — yea | 
from, parked in Wagner's lane. 
fell out of our truck and ‘Little 
Earl’ fell out of the other side. I 
saw Carl down in the road and I 
yelled at Carl: ‘Come on and get 
in the ditch with as bot Cart 
didn't answer. .

“Just then the car passed over 
the bridge,” Walker testified, “and 
I could see its shadow off to one 
side. I peeked out and saw Char- 
ley Harris running north up the 
road toward the schoolhouse..’ 

Walker said that he and “Little 
Earl” got in their truck and start- 
ed north, but that when they 
meared the neighborhood school- 
house Harris “stepped out near his

So far this year, 216 passengers 
and crew members have been 
killed in domestic airline accidents. 
That is more than twice as many 


cial aviation. 
The 216 deaths this year oc- 
curred in five accidents, including 


the United Airlines DC-6 crash in 
Utah last Friday. The figure is 
more than twice the combined 


total of the last two years. It com- 
pares with a previous record high 


of 97 fatalities in 1946. 
In addition; this year’s domestic 
airline safety record—in terms of 
per passenger miles flown 
—~is shaping up as the worst since 
1942 and possibly since 1938. 
The passenger fatality rate for 
the.first 10 months of this year is 
approximately 3.78 per 100,000,000 
Ppassenger-miles, 

Rate Exceeded in 1938. 
The last time this rate was ex- 
ceeded was in 1938, when 5.2 pas- 
sengers were killed for every 100,- 
000,000 passenger-miles flown. A 
passenger-mile is one passenger 
Carried one mile. In 1946, when 
there were 97 fatalities, the rate 
was 1.2. 
If the airlines have né more ac- 
cidents this year and register a 
total of 6,135,160,000 passenger- 
miles, as forecast by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, the fatality 
rate would be 3.24 per 100,000,000 
passenger-miles. Since 1938 this 
figure has been surpassed only 
once, 3.66 in 1942, 
These calculations do not take 
into account possible fatalities in 
the Pan-American Airways DC-4 
lost since Sunday in Alaska. 


Larger Planes Being Used, 


The advent of larger planes 
means that a single crash nowa- 
days can give the safety record a 
sharper setback than a few years 
ago because more passengers are 
involved. For example, five acci- 
dents in 1944 killed 58 passengers 
and crew members; the same 
ow of crashes this year killed 


On the other hand, each success- 
ful landing today piles up a great- 
er number of safe passenger miles 
flown than was the case -with 
smaller planes of the past. 
Landis Concerned Over Emphasis 

On Speed in Air Transport 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
Concern over the “constant em- 
phasis on speed” in developing 
new transport planes was voiced 
by Chairman James M. Landis of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board yes- 
teday. 

Appearing before President Tru- 
man’s air policy commission, Lan- 
dis said there appears to be a 
tendency “to cut off more of the 
wing and stick on more of the 
motor.” 

His comments came in a dis- 
cussion on government policy in 
the investigation of air accidents 
and the possible effect on air 
travel of Friday's 52-fatality crash 
near Bruce Canyon, Utah. 

Landis recalled that three big 
crashes early in the summer had 
an adverse effect.

CHURCHILL GIBES AT LABOR

LONDON, Oct. 28 (AP)—Win- 
ston Churchill, referring in Parlia- 
ment today to a recent suggestion 
by Fuel Minister Hugh Gaitskell 
that Britons take fewer baths to 
save coal, retorted:

Churchill urged Britain to toss 
Socialism aside and regain eco- 
nomic prosperity by reinstating a 


system of free enterprise such as 
now exists in the United States. 

Implying that Britain needed a 
general election, Churchill said: 

“I am sure this Parliament has 
exceeded its usefulness.” 

“Nationalization has proved a 
failure,” the Opposition § leader 
told the House of Commons. “Dear 
food, dear coal—and soon dearer 
transport—grievously weaken our 
competitive powers’ in foreign 
markets.” 

With Churchill leading the at- 
tack, the Conservative party mus- 
tered its forces for an assault on 
the Labor Government's legisla- 
tive program for the coming year, 
which calls for further nationali- 
zation of vital industries and cur- 
tailment of the powers of the 
House of Lords. This program 
was outlined last week by King 
George VI in a speech—prepared 
by the Labor Government—open- 
ing the new session of Parlia- 
ment. 

“Ever-Increasing Hardship.” 

Churchill spoke in connection 
with a Conservative amendment 
to the King’s speech. The amend- 
ment voiced “regret that the grd- 
cious speech, while clearly reveal- 
ing the intention of Your Majes- 
ty’s government to continue their 
partisan policies, gives no assur- 
ance of the national leadership, 
the administrative competence, or 
the measures necessary to meet 
the economic crisis and so give 
relief to your people from their 
ever increasing hardship,” 

Passage of the amendment, un- 
likely in view of the large Labor 
majority in the House of Com- 
mons, would be tantamount to a 
vote of “no confidence” and would 
force Prime Minister Attlee’s Cab- 
inet to resign. 

Churchill has failed in three pre- 
vious attempts to unseat the 
Labor Government by “no confi- 
dence” votes. 

The wartime Prime Minister 
called on the Government to fol- 
low the lead of the United States 
in removing price controls. 

“T feel fortified by what has 
happened in the United States,” 
he declared, adding: 


“The sovereign remedy to our

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TAFT SAYS PRICES 


ARE UP 60 PCT., 
WAGES 110 PCT. 


BOSTON, Oct, 28 (UP)—Senator 
Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
today that “the fundamental 
cause for the present inflation and 
price distortion 1s that prices are 
up 60 per cent while wages are up 
110 per cent” above prewar levels. 

Taft, a candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, 
said that labor has “such tremen- 
dous buying power” that produc- 
tion “can’t catch up,” thereby 
causing inflation. 

He was pitted in debate on his 
controversial Taft-Hartley labor 
bill with associate AFL general 
counsel Herbert S. Thatcher of 
Washington at the closing day of 
the annual metting of the Na- 
tional Association of Attorneys 
General. His remarks concerning 
inflation took place during re- 
buttal. 

“We've given the unions such 
tremendous power that they have 
been able to demand. greater 
wages than the economy justi- 
fies,” Taft asserted. 


STEAK 39 CENTS; BACON 72; 
BUT PRICE WAR DOESN'T LAST 


Highways to Vidalia, Ga., Jammed 
as Word Spreads; Shelves 
Bare by Night. 

VIDALIA, Ga., Oct. 28 (UP)— 
‘Prewar priceg returned here but 
they did not last. 

It all began two weeks ago 
when one of the three groceries 
serving this town of 6000 cut 
steak prices from 69 cents to 49 
cents. The second store cut steak 
prices to 45 cents. Customers 
flocked there, The third -store cut 
steak prices to 40 cents, 

Last Saturday one store was 
down to 39 cents. The others fol- 
lowed suit. 

“The highways leading to Vidalia 
were jammed. By nightfall, al- 
most every item in all three stores 
was sold. The shelves were bare. 

No wonder. The prices—Irish 
potatoes, five pounds for 18 cents; 
bacon, 72 cents a pound; soft 
drinks, five bottles for 19 cents. 

Grocery men said they were 
forced to go back to regular prices 
this week to make up their losses.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
Representative Bennett (Rep.), 
Missouri, said today that “many” 
American soldiers have been killed 
or wounded by Communists in the 
Trieste area behind a “brass cur- 
tain of American military censor- 
ship.” . 

The Missourian, recently re- 
turned from a six-week tour of 
Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been “63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
nists” against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordering on 
Yugoslavia. Trieste now is a free 
state. 

“These acts have resulted in 
the death or wounding of many 
American soldiers,” Bennett said 
in a statement issued before he 
left for his home in Springfield, 
Mo. “I have the names and iden- 


tifications of the incidents as fur- 
| nished me by our military intel- 
ligence. 

Says “It Is War.” 

“In Europe they call it a ‘cold 
war.’ It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin 
can say. 

“The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a 
remarkable job in keeping from 
the American people the serious- 
ness of the situation at Trieste.” 

The Army declined comment on 
Bennett’s statement, 

There have been no previous 
reports of any American casual- 
ties resulting from the long-stand- 
ing tension between the predom- 
inantly Italian population of 
Trieste and the Yugoslavs.

Feeding Cost — Eggs 
Down 2 Cts.—Rise in 
Butter Likely. 


Hog prices fell from $1.25 to $1.75 
a hundredweight in trading today 
at National Stockyards on the 
East Side as the downward frend 
in pork prices that began last 


week continued. Top grade hogs 
today sold at $25.60 a hundred- 
weight, which is $4.40 less than 
the record of $30 paid last Sept. 11. 
The $26.60 price was the lowest 


at National Stockyards since last 
July 11. At Chicago, meanwhile, 
hog prices had dropped $4 since 
the first meatless Tuesday in the 
current food conservation cam- 
paign. Price there today was 
$26. 

A spokesman for the Producers 
Live Stock Association said the 


declining prices for hogs resulted 
from. a continued light consumer 


demand for pork and a liberal to 


heavy movement of the animals 
to market. 

“This is the time of the year 
when farmers normally move their 
spring hogs to market,” it was 
said. “But other factors have tend- 


ed to increase the supply. They 
include the high cost of feed and 
the Government’s conservation 
program. 
Feeding Cost Is Main Factor. 
“In addition, the weather this 
month has been exceptionally 
warm, Causing a consequent fall- 
ing off in demand for pork prod- 
ucts. The main reason for the 
larger hog supply, though, appears 
to be the cost of feed. Farmers 
are shipping hogs as soon as they 
reach weights of about 200 pounds, 
It costs too much to feed the ani- 
mals,” : 
Retail prices for pork and other 
meats in St. Louis markets failed 
to fall, although the wholesale 
price of extra-grade eggs dropped 
2 cents a dozen to 54 and 56 
cents, Retail egg prices fell a 
similar amount at some outlets 
and were selling from 20 to 22 
cents above the wholesale price. 
The retail price of top-grade 
butter was expected to rise by at 
least 2 cents a pound tomorrow, 
bring the price to 83 cents, fol-

(aP)—Russia called on the U@ited 
Nations today to order withdrawal 
of all Soviet and American troops 


from Korea by next Jan. 1, 

The demand was laid before the 
General Assembly’s 57-nation Po- 
litical Committee after the United 
States had urged approval of its 
proposal for elections in the two 
zones of Korea by next March 31 
under U.N. supervision. 

Russian Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko and 
United States Delegate John Fos- 
ter Dulles clashed sharply in the 
opening round of the Korean de- 
bate, Gromyko accused the United 
States of delaying negotiations for 
Korean independence while Dulles 
blamed Russia. 

Gromyko Asks Tor Priority, 

Gromyko called on the commit- 
tee to give the new Soviet pro- 
posal priority over the American 
resolution since, he said, it was 


the “most radical” solution before 
the committee. He also urged the 
committee to invite represénta- 
tives of the Korean people to par- 
ticipate in the U.N. debate on the 
Korean question, 

“We mean the true representa-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Attor- 
ney General Tom C. Clark today 
pelied by the Supreme Court to 
accept the full impact of the high 
tribunal's ruliug on tidelands oil 


in favor of the Federal Govern-' 


ment. 

In a decree entered yesterday, 
the court eliminated from a draft 
proposed by the Department of 
Justice the expression that the 
United States had “paramount 
right of proprietorship” in sub- 
merged oil off the coast of Cali- 
fornia, a phrase that could have 
been interpreted by Congress to 
mean the Government did not 
own the area and had only limited 
rights. 

Instead, the high court decreed 
flatly that the Federal Govern- 
ment is “possessed of paramount 
rights in, and full dominion and 
power over” the submerged lands. 
It also stated with finality that 
the State of California “has no 
title thereto or property interests 
therein.” 

The court also granted to Clark 
the right to enjoin the State of 
California and its oil lessees from 
further exploration and exploita- 
tion of such submerged oil. Simul- 
taneously, it brushed aside as 
“irrelevant” stipulations entered 
into by Clark and Attorney Gen- 
eral Howser of California permit- 
ting such continued exploitation 
under state leases until Congress 
sets a definite policy. 

g and Action. 

This means, according to at- 
torneys conversant with the issue, 
that the Justice Department now 
has complete authority to halt the 
further extraction of tidelands oil 
so that these submerged petroleum 
pools sould be set aside as naval 
reserves for national security. 

Solicitor General Philip B. Perl- 
man, however, made clear to re- 
porters that the Justice Depart- 
ment considers the stipulations in 
full force and effect, so that pri- 
vate operators in California may 
continue to extract the oil until 
September 1948 or until Congress 
evolves a formula, whichever is 
earlier. ; . 

“Although filing the  stipula- 
tions with the high court in this 
case,” he said, “the Government 
and the State have not asked the 
court to take any action with re- 
Bpect to them, and the statement 
by the court is not to be con- 
strued as effecting their validity 
or in any manner changing their 
status.” 

Under the voluntary § astipula- 
tions, ark, joined by Interior 
Secretary J. A. Krug, also agreed 
to waive Government claims to 
some land in the bays of San 
Francisco, San Pedro and San 
Diego. The court declined to ap- 
prove this agreement, too, saying 
it was not pertinent to the main 
issue. 

Language of Court. 

In brushing aside these stipula- 
tions, the language of the court 
was noteworthy: “The Attorney 
General and the Secretary of the 
Interior purport to renounce and 
disclaim for the United States 
Government paramount 
mental power over certain par- 
ticularly described submerged 
lands in the California 
area. j 

“In such stipulations” Clark and 
Krug “furthermore purport to bind 
the United States to agreements 
which purport to authorize State 
lessees of California coastal sub- 
merged lands to continue to oc- 
cupy and exploit those lands, and 
which agreements also purport to 
authorize California under condi- 
tions set out to execute leases for 
other submerged coastal lands.”

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PATTON’S DIARY DENOUNCES 
‘MOMENTOUS ERROR OF WAR’ 


Accuses Montgomery of Hand in Cutting Off 
Gasoline When He Could Have Crossed 
Rhine in 10 Days and Shortened War. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP) — 
Gen, George S. Patton Jr., war- 
| time commander of the United 
States Third Army, vigorously 
criticized Britain's Field Marshal 
Montgomery and also directed 
barbs at top American officers 
in an abridgement of his war 
journal published today. ' 

In pungent, crisp phrases, Pat- 
ton declared his belief the .war 
in Europe would have been 
shortened and thousands of lives 
saved but for “the momentous 
error of the war” which he laid 
to Montgomery’s influence with 
SHAEF, Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s headquarters. 
| Excerpts. from the informal 
,journal, written during the Third 
|Army’s campaigns, were~published 
| posthumously today in the Satur- 
|\day Evening Post. They covered 
only the fighting in France and 
Germany. 

Supporting views of some ‘other 
|officers and observers who have 
iwritten of the Third Army’s his- 
‘toric dash across France as far as 
Verdun in August 1944, Patton 
asserted his forces: would have 
pushed across the Rhine in 10 
days had it not been for a change 
in high command strategy “im- 


plemented, in my opinion, by 
Gen. Montgomery.” 
“The twenty-ninth of August 
(1944) was, in my opinion, one of 
the critical days in this war,” 
Patton wrote. “It was evident at 
this time that there was no real 
threat against us as long as we 
did not allow ourselves to be 
stopped by imaginary enemies.” 
Gasoline Held Up. 
He reported ordering attacks on 
Verdun and Commercy, then con- 
tinued: 
“Everything seemed rosy, when 
suddenly it was reported to me 
that 140,000 gallons of gas we were 
to get that day had not arrived. 
At first I thought it was a back- 
handed way of slowing up the 
Third Army. I later found that 
this was not the case, but that the 
delay was due to a change of plan 
by the high command, implement- 
ed, in my opinion, by General 
Montgomery. 
“It was my opinion that this was 
the momentous error of the war.” 
Writing about the same matter 
after hostilities had ended in Ger- 
many, the general said: 
“I feel that had I been permit- 
ted to go all-out, the war would 
have @nded sooner and more lives 
would have been saved. Particu- 
larly, I think this statement ap- 


plies to the time when, in the early 
days of September, we were halt- 
ed, owing to the desire or neces- 
sity, on the part of General BHisen- 
hower in backing Montgomery’s 
move to the north. 

“At that time there was no ques- 
tion .of doubt but that we could 
have gone through and on across 
the Rhine within 10 days. This 
would have saved a great many 
thousand men.” 

Respect for Bradley. 

Patton specified his respect for 
and friendship with Gen. Omar 
Bradley, his superior as comman- 
der of the Twelfth Army Group, 
but he did not hesitate to tell of 
disagreements. 

“Bradley called up at 1710,” he 
said, in writing of the Moselle 
river campaign in November 1944, 
“and, in my opinion, crawfished 
quite flagrantly in forbidding me 
to use the Eighty-third Division... 

“Had two combat teams of the 

Eighty-third been used to attack 
Saarburg, the town would have 
fallen on the twelfth or thirteenth, 
and we would probably have cap- 
tured Trier. With Trier in our 
hands, Von Rundstedt’s break- 
through (in the Bulge) could not 
have occurred.” 
Discussing the post-hostilities 
news conference which he said 
“cost me my command of the 
Third Army,” Patton wrote “my 
chief interest in establishing order 
was to prevent Germany from 
going Communistic. I am afraid 
that our foolish and utterly stupid 
policy in regard to Germany will 
certainly cause them to join the 
Russians and thereby insure a 
Communistic state throughout 
western Europe.” ° 

At the conference he had been 
quoted as saying: “This Nazi situ- 
ation in some ways is like the 
Democratic and Republican fight 
back home. You always find the 
‘outs’... . making charge against 
the ‘ins.’”

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 28 — 
Hearings began here yesterday in- 
to the legal and economic sound- 
ness of ocean freight rates 
which representatives of the ter- 
ritory of Alaska described as “the 
highest under the American flag.” 
Before a special panel of examin- 
ers from the United States Mari- 
time Commission, attorneys for 
the Alaska Steamship Co. opened 
proceedings by presenting finan- 
cial statements purporting to 
show that the corporation may 
lose money on its operation dur- 
ing the present fiscal year. 


C. W. Robinson and Robert Fur- 
ness, Maritime Commission exam- 
iners, are hearing the case. It re- 
volves around shipping rates to 
Alaska which the commission put 
into effect last May. The rates 
are 68 per cent above Alaskan 
tolls in 1941. 


It became evident early in the 
proceedings that the issue will 
be bitterly argued. Donald J. 
O’Conner, 33-year-old economist 
representing the territory, told a 
press conference that “not only 
the steamship carriers but the 
Maritime Commission itself is on 
trial today.” O’Connor charged 
that the commission was allowing 
Seattle-based shipping companies 
to send out “three ships when one 


or two will do the job.” 

Subsidy Plan Assailed, 
Ralph J. Rivers, Attorney Gen- 
eral of Alaska, also attacked the 
subsidy contract between the 
Maritime Commission and three 
shipping companies operating 
northward from Seattle.

Plans Under Way for 
Special Session. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 

The Citizens’ Food Committee to- 
day estimated that it is 35 per 
cent along the way toward Presi- 
dent Truman's goal of saving 100 
million bushels of grain for the 
relief of winter distress in Eu- 
rope.

In the hope of tapping another 
industry source, Committee Chair- 
man Charles Luckman will meet 
shortly with meat packing repre- 
sentatives. 

for Farmers. 

Luckman said the committee 
would announce tomorrow a na- 
tion-wide program for the farm- 
ers to follow. He said the pro- 
gram, drawn up with the help 
of the Agriculture Department 
and major farm organizations, 
would help farmers “make sub- 
stantial savings in grain.” It 
will be more specific than the 
department's previous suggestions, 
Luckman said. 

For weeks the department has 
campaigned the rural front to 
convince farmers that more of 
their grain should be sold for ex- 
port to Europe and less fed to 
cattle, hogs and chickens. Secre- 
tary Clinton P. Anderson has 
urged farmers to stop “finishing” 
cattle with grain, to feed more 
hay, make maximum use of pas- 
ture and cull poultry flocks. An- 
derson has emphasized that it is 
a profitable, as well as patriotic, 
gesture — that farmers can get 
more money for their grain as 


Meantime, the White House and

STEELVILLE, Mo., Oct. 28 —

H. Chaney, barber, both of Cass- 
ville, and E, C, Trickey, teacher, 
of Cape Girardeau. 

It has been suggested by some

Mikolajczyk, leader of the Polish 
Peasant party, fled Poland late 
last week, according to Polish 
Government accounts. Francis J. 
Wik, his representative here, said 
he had heard reports that Miko- 
lajezyk had reached Sweden, but 
added that he had not been able 
te confirm these accounts. 

Officials in Stockholm and 
Copenhagen said they. had no 
knowledge that Mikolajczyk was 
ia Sweden or Denmark. 

At Cambridge University, 21- 
year-old Marjan Mikolajczyk said 
he had heard no news of his 
father’s whereabouts. Mikolaj- 
czyk'’s wife and son have been 
Mving in Britain since he left 
here more than two years ago to 
return to Poland. For part of the 
war period Mikolajczyk headed 
the exiled Polish government in 
London.

The Chicago Sun’s early edition 
last night was an hour and a 
half late because typographers 
suddenly went to lunch at 5:30 
p.m. the publishers’ representa- 
tive said. Publication of the early 
edition of the Chicago Tribune 
also was delayed, he said, by a 
chapel meeting of the typogra- 
phers on that newspaper. 

No official statement has been 
issued by the publishers. A repre- 
sentative of the publishers said 
that “although there has been 
some slowing down, sometimes it

A. J. Girard, vice president of 
the Typographical Union's local 
16, embracing 5200 Chicago typog- 
raphers, including 1500 newspaper 
employes, said the alleged “slow- 
down” had not been reported to 
union headquarters, either by 
members of the union or by repre- 
sentatives of the publishers. 

“There is no slowdown to my 
knowledge,” Gizard said. “Print- 
ers have received no instructions 
from the union to engage in any 
such acts.” He said he did not. 
know about the delay in publish- 
ing the early editions of the Sun 
and Tribune last night. “The 
publishers have not complained 
to us,” he said. 

Cause of the dispute between 
publishers and typographers in 
Chicago, Girard said, “is not wages 
or hours or working conditions 
but the Taft-Hartley Act.” He said 
negotiations have been in progress 
for 90 days, but neither wages nor 
hours have entered the discussions 
significantly. 

The Taft-Hartley Act outlaws 
the closed shop. . The Typograph- 
ical Union, Girard said, “has en- 
joyed a closed-shop tradition for 
nearly 100 years and does not pro- 
pose to throw out all this progress 
now. We will not violate the law, 
but neither will we abandon pro- 
tection for our members.” 

Chicago newspaper publishers, 
on the other hand, “say they will 
not waive any of their rights 
under the Taft-Hartley Act,” Gir- 
ard said, “so we can't ~ any- 
where in negotiations.” d 
the “publishers have sihecen’ noth- 


"Fhe Typographers Union is 
on our convention pol- 
sey.” he said, At Cleveland last 
August the union passed a resolu- 
tion calling for posting of a mem- 
orandum of “conditions of em- 
ployment” acceptable to the union, 
in. lieu of signing closed-shop con- 
tracts. Later, Randolph, union 
president, said the union would 
sign contracts containing a state- 
ment that the employer could not 
compel union men to work with 
non - union typographers.

HITS CRY BABY 
TRUMAN CRITICS 


Asserts Their Notion of 
Co-operation Is Accept- 
ance of Every Act of 
Congress, 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28 (AP) 
'—Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach accuses the Republican-con- 
trolled Congress of “fumbling and 
bungling.” He says that, in con- 
trast, the Truman administration 
has built up a good record. 

The secretary, a close friend 
of President Truman, delivered 
ast night what was interpreted 
by some observers and govern- 
ment officials as an opening blast 
of the democratic presidential 
‘campaign of 1948. 

It was an out-and-out political 
speech at a $100-a-plate fund-rais- 
ing dinner sponsored by _ the 
Democratic county executive com- 
‘mittee. The Republican city chair- 
man, David W. Harris, accused 
the Democrats of disregarding the 
president’s food saving campaign 
by holding the dinner. The main

He said he expected severe 
criticism from members of Con- 
gress for speaking on anything 
that borders on politics.

They 
say that the President, after the 
election of last year, promised

“Their notion of co-operation is 
that he and members of his cab- 
inet and all policy making indi- 
viduals must accept without ques- 
tion and without criticism every 
‘act which the Congress adopts or 
,even the statements of individual 
Congressmen.”

Commission, has also been en- 
listed by Herter. The close ties 
between Baruch and Hancock in- 
dicates that various Baruch 
guideposts for our post-war eco- 
nomic policy will appear in the 
Herter report. 

Baruch has always asked: 
What have we got left? What 
ean we afford to give away? 
What do we lack in vital ma- 
. terials that other countries can 
give us in exchange for our help? 
He has stressed also a concrete 
approach which is becoming 
widely heard in Washington.

Weapons Exist to Wipe Out 
- Every Form of Life, Says Admiral 


These Don’t Include Atomic Bomb, Asserts 
Zacharias—‘They Are Not’ an 
American Monopoly. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP) — 
Without including the atomic 
bomb, weapons exist today “that 


could wipe the last vestige of 


human, animal and vegetable life 
from the face of the earth,” R. 
Adm. Ellis M. Zacharias, U.S.N. 
(retired),, asserted today. 

“These weapons exist,” Zacha- 
rias wrote in the current issue of 
United Nations World, a privately 
financed magazine and not an 
official U.N. publication. “They 
are being manufactured right now. 
. » . They are not an American 
monopoly. Several nations are 
known to have them,” 

He described the Weapons — 
“shrouded in the closest military 
secrecy”’—as of a biological, bac- 
feriological and _  climateological 
nature. He said the United States 
now has an atom bomb 50 times 
more powerful than those dropped 
at Nagasaki and Hirohsima. 


Russia, he asserted, is investi- 
gating military applications of 
cosmic rays and is, proceeding 
with rocket development; Britain 
is making progress in guided mis- 
siles, and the United States has 
a secret biological weapon, “a 
germ proposition” sprayed from 
aircraft or rockets. 

“These modern weapons,” Zach- 
arias said, “bear only slight simi- 
larity to conventional armaments 
of the past, permit the waging of 
inter-continental war from long 
distances. They are designed to 
destroy life in enormous areas.” 

Furthermore, he said, the new 
weapons are of such a nature that 
their lethal quality continues long 
after actual use, would jump in- 
ternational boundaries and oceans.

If You Don’t Think Football 
Is Mental, Too, Lend an Ear

Much is made of the mental ap- 
proach to a game like golf, but 
you can take the word of experi- 
enced and battlewise football 
coaches, it is just as important 
on the gridiron.

URING our stay in ae gg I was to experience one more 
demonstration that bipartisanship does not necessarily 


insure unity. 


Long before the Paris meeting, I had learned that the 
most conscientious effort to make a just peace would not 
receive united support at home. I have already reported the 


criticism I encountered when, at London, the Council of 


Foreign Ministers could not agree. 


I was prepared for that. 


But I was not prepared for some of the criticism I received 
when, at Moscow, we did agree. 


The story of the "Moscow meet- 
ing, I have told; the long negotia- 
tions, the final session which 
ended at 3:30 a.m., our take-off 
for the United States four hours 
later at 7:30 a.m., Dec. 27. 


My statement thaf we were 
thoroughly exhausted when we 
landed at Washington at noon on 
the 29th will be fully understood.

Reporting to President. 


Upon asking when I could see 
the President, an employe at the 
White House told me that the 
President was cruising down the 
Potomac and expected to remain 
on his boat for several days. I 
requested that a message be sent 
to him saying that I had returned 
and would like to report to him 
at his convenience and that I 
expected to make a radio speech 
the following evening about the 
work of the conference. 


Shortly thereafter, I received an 
invitation to visit the Président 
that afternoon on his boat, which 
was anchored near Quantico. I 
took a plane and reached Quantico 
about -4:30. 

After I had reported to-the 
President on what had happened 
at the confefence, he expressed 
whole-hearted approval of my ac- 
tion. 


He asked me to remain for din- 
mer. There were present, as I 
recall, members of the President’s 
staff who frequently accompanied 
him on such trips: Admiral Leahy, 

Allen, Gen. Vaughan, Clark 
Clifford, Charles Ross, Matthew 
Connelly, Gen. Graham and Judge 
Rosenman, who was working on 
a speech the President was to de- 
liver the following week. 


I reminded Admira] Leahy that 
both of us had been at Yalta and

The Moscow agreement, I told 
him, was simply one more effort 
to achieve the objective of the 
Yalta and Potsdam agreements. 

At Moscow we had secured what 

previously the Soviets had opposed 
—the agreement to send Ambas- 
gador Harriman, Ambassador 
Clark Kerr, and Mr. Vyshinski to 
Rumania to seek ways to carry 
out the agreement. 
_ The effort might not be success- 
ful, I said, but the result could 
not be any wérse than the previ- 
ous situation. I asked what he 
would have done. I received no 
information. 

Immediately after dinner I 
asked to be excused because I had 
to fly back to Washington; be- 
cause of the rain and sleet then 
falling I feared a low ceiling at 
Washington. There was no fur- 
ther discussion of our foreign 
problems. 

The President invited me to 
come back New Year's eve and 
spend the night on the ship, and 
I promised to return. 

When I went ashore I found 
that the sleet had covered the 
wings of my plane and it was im- 
possible to use it. Therefore, I 
had to return to Washington by 
automobile. 

The marine officer who kindly 
offered to drive me to Washington 
found he had undertaken an ex- 
ceedingly difficult task as the 
sieet kept all the windows and 
windshield of the car covered with 
ice. Consequently, it was late 
‘when I reached home. That auto- 
mobile trip, following the long 
journey from Moscow, made Dec. 
29 a far from perfect day

at home, Mrs. Byrnes handed me

HE underlying significance of the French election returns has 
become unmistakable. The sober truth is that they represent 
a flaring danger signal. However much Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
may deny that he ‘represents reaction and however much the 
Communist leaders may posture as the evangels of énlightened 
liberalism, these returns presage the elimination of the truly’ demo- 
cratic parties, and a contest between two forms of authoritarianism. 


The Communist party has 
slightly improved its previous 
showing. The 40 per cent of the 
total vote obtained by Gen, de 
Gaulle’s supporters was secured 
at the expense of the Popular Re- 
publican Movement and of other 
democratic parties. 

Should the French Communists 
seek to return to power by consti- 
methods their reunion 
with the Socialist party will be 
necessary. Together the two par- 
ties have a bare majority in the 
present National Assembly. But 
Premier Paul Ramadier’s coura- 
geous declaration last week makes 
such a realignment as yet unlike- 
ly. The Socialist leaders have been 
publicly denounced by Moscow as 
traitors to the working class. 
Were the Communist party to per- 
sist in its attempt to sabotage the 
Marshall plan by continued 
strikes, the Socialist party would 
find it difficult to accept Commu- 
nist support, since the Socialist 
leaders are pledged to co-operation 
with the United States under the 


plan. 
Vote Today a Sign. 

If, however, Gen. de Gaulle now 
decides upon a militant course, 
the Socialists would undoubtedly 
consider the reconstitution of a 
popular front as the lesser of two 
evils. The surest indication of 
coming events will be found in the 
response made by the National 
Assembly today to Ramadier’s re- 
quest for a vote of confidence, 

The French Communists 
tinue methodically to organize for 
their return to power. They leave 
nothing to chance. A discouraging 
indication of French political con- 
fusion is to be found in the ad- 
dress recently delivered to the 
convention of the Radical Social- 
ist party in Nice by Edouard Her- 
riot, one of the few able French 
statesmen of the older generation, 
wherein he indicated his willing- 
ness to form a “compromise” Cab- 


con- | 


inet in which the Communists 


would participate. 


The experience of both the 
French and Italian people during 
the last two years must surely 
make it plain that governments in 
which Communists take part are 
only paving the way for an 
eventual Communist dictatorship. 

In the hysteria with which 
France is now surcharged, many 
French democrats seem to be dis- 
missing as futile the “little to the 
left of center” policies as a means 
of combatting Communism, and to 
be coming to believe that the only 
alternative to Communism is an 
authoritarian government of the 
right. 

Analogy to Reich of '20s. 

With all of the distinctions that 
must justly be made as to the dif- 
ferences between the political tra- 
ditions and manner of being of 
the French and German peoples, 
the analogy between the condi- 
tions now obtaining in France 
and the conditions which existed 
in central Europe in the 1920s 
should not be too lightly dismissed. 

Democracy’s chief bulwark in 
France, the white collar and pro- 
fessional class, the small shop- 
keepers, and the small farmers, is 
rapidly being faced with economic 
ruin. The franc is depreciating 
at the rate of 25 per cent every 
three months. The percentage of 
small savings is dropping just as 
rapidly. 

The predominant feature in 
French life today is fear: Fear 
that France must become involved 
in a war between the Soviet Union 
and the United States; fear that 
there can be no hope of economic 
security save through a reaction- 
ary dictatorship or through Com- 
munism.,

jong delayed by courts in futile argu- 
ment, it is proposed that an amendment 
to the Constitution be made to withhold 
the Bill of Rights from persons whose 
yearly income is less than $2500. 

The justice of this amendment\is ob- 
vious, Not a single one of our great 
Americans will fall within this low-in- 
come bracket and the progress of our 
civilization will in no wise be affected; 
people who are unable to earn more 
than $2500 will not miss the few priv- 
jleges removed; practically all radicals, 
being notoriously parasitic, will be 
caught in the net. 

As for the well-paid Hollywood Reds, 
it will be necessary only to fire them 
from their ‘protected sinecures, where- 
after their natural incompetence for the 
tried and true American way of life will 
bring them down to the economic level 
where they belong.

School Taxes in Missouri 


Instead of raising educational standards in 
Missouri, the 1931 school aid law has been 
twisted into a convenient device for lowering 
local tax rates. : 

This has long been apparent—as shown by re- 


peated protests agains¥ the automatic allocation © 


of general revenues to the schools. But it is 
dramatized by the figures submitted by the Mis- 
souri Committee on Legislative Research to the 
Joint Educational Survey Committee which held 
its organization meeting in Jefferson City. 


These figures show that, in 1931, the local 
school districts raised by local taxation $50,950,- 
299, while getting only $4,578,694 from Jefferson 
City. In other words, the state paid less than 
10 per cent of the cost of maintaining Missouri's 
grade and high schools. 

Last year local school boards raised $47, 708, - 
467 while they collected from the state $24,507,- 
727. And in 1946 people were by no means so 
hard pressed that they had to pay less in local 
taxes than they did in the depression year 
of 1931. 

It has been recognized long ago, of course, 
that Missouri should make a contribution to the 
education of its citizens. This is justified by the 
principle that educational opportunities should 
be equal throughout the state, and not contin- 
gent on the wealth or poverty of a given county. 
But obviously state funds have not been used in 
this spirit. 

Instead, they have been treated as a windfall 
in many areas—as demonstrated by the school 
lobby which at legislative session after legisla- 
tive session has resisted all change in the 
method of allocation. The crassness of this 
grabbing is further exposed by the research 
committee’s showing that 2022—or 26 per cent 
of the rural districts—do not even maintain 
schools. But they do elect school boards and 
collect state funds. 

With the help of these, they pay tuition for 
their pupils in adjoining districts. And they 
also collect $3 per pupil per month to help de- 
fray transportation costs. Without naming the 
districts, the committee pointed out that one 
“non-operating” board was able to levy a tax of 
only 20 cents: on the $100 valuation while the 
rate in the adjoining district to which it sent 
its pupils was $2.40 per $100. 

This sort of thing should be corrected and 
the Joint Survey Committee can make the first 
move against it by recommending suitable meas- 
ures to the Legislature in January. The con- 
solidation of the more thinly populated school 
districts seems one obvious answer to the prob- 
lem. Consolidation, furthermore, would help to 
solve such other problems before the committee 
as improvement in teachers’ standards and pay, 
and more equitable taxation. 

Missouri can greatly improve the quality of 
its public schools at no considerable increase in 
expense if that, instead of local tax relief, i 
made the clear purpose of pertinent legislation. 
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Note on Henry’s Iron Pants

Just as these items 
seem to have a natural affinity for the wrong 
tops, so cuff links seem to be irresistibly drawn 
to laundry baskets, gloves to the rear or non- 
glove compartment of cars, hats to the wrong 
hooks on cafe customers, and eyeglasses to coal 
piles (in the case of men who do not possess a 
stoker but who do possess a tendency to take 
off their glasses and put them in their shirt 
pockets when engaged in hard labor). 


So many of their articles of apparel are in 
fact under various pieces of furniture, in friends’ 
homes and automobiles, and on the wrong hooks, 
hangers and shelves at their own homes, that it 
is remarkable men make as complete an appear- 
ance as they do. We can only attribute it to a 
triumph of character over confusion.

As for the scrap metal shortage, it would be 
just as easy to build new steel plants so that 
they would require no outside scrap at all. 
Every steel mill returns about 30 per cent of its 
own ‘steel production to scrap because of the 
need to cut billets and shapes to size and the 
necessity of scrapping imperfect specimens. The 
scrap thus produced can free any steel mill con- 
structed along modern lines from the limita- 
tions of the scrap market. This system is in ef- 
fect at some of the better steel mills already, 
including that of the U. S. Steel subsidiary at 
Birmingham. 

As for coke and coking coal, there is a pres- 
ent shortage. But the. creation of new steel 
capacity would naturally pre-suppose plans for 
the increased production of coking coal and 
coke, and for its transportation by the building 
of additional coal cars. 

What is coking coal anyway? The definition 
changes as new processes permit the coking of 
coals previously considered useless for this pur- 
pose. In the war, Walther Mathesius, in his op- 
eration of the great Defense Plant Corporation 
steel mill at Geneva, Utah, showed that the dif- 
ficult coal of the Mountain States could be used 
to make coke for blast furnaces. Geneva has not 
wholly solved this problem yet, but it is a fact 


> 
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that the coke is being used and that the steel 
made there does not suffer by comparison with 
that made by plants with their pick of coke. 

Apologists for the standpatters of the steel 
industry should think again. Their latest effort 
to camouflage the issue is merely amusing. It 
is a reflection on the fine art of the alibi. 
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Our Sissy Warmongers 
Something wonderful has happened at Lake 
Success, when 56 nations (count ’em) all agreed 


_ on something, and not one nation was opposed. 


This 56-to-0 score came on a resolution con- 
demning warlike propaganda. That resolution 
grew out of the Russian effort to condemn war- 
mongering, and thus to give weight and author- 
ity to the numerous charges by Russians placing 
individual Americans in that category. 

The list of American warmongers, as seen 
from Russian eyes, is great and growing. It 
was, we believe, started by that chap, Boris 
Gorbatov, who doesn’t like Mr. Truman’s bow 
ties, his ‘“‘colorless Baptist face” and the fact 
that. hig pants are two inches too short. Gorba- 
tov singled out a lot of Americans by name, and 
other Russians are adding Byrnes, Harriman, 
Forrestal and others. 

What is obviously needed to stop war- 
mongering is to start peace-mongering. Who 
will make nominations for Russian peace- 
mongers to counter our American warmongers? 
We suggest that at the head of the list be placed 
Messrs. Molotov, Gromyko and Vishinski, who 
have done so much for the peace of the world 
by their unselfish and warm-hearted attitude 
toward harmony in the United Nations, atomic 
control, free elections in the Balkans, truth- 
telling in the Russian press, sparing use of the 
veto in the Security Council and in many other 
ways. 

Gorbatov, of course, should be on this list for 
his contribution to international standards of 
haberdashery. It should include good old Ilya 
Ehrenburg, who made an extended tour of our 
country and then told the Russians what oafs 
we are. Likewise, Konstantin Simonov. He 
wrote that touching play about how a poor 
American newspaper man who attempted to 
write the truth about Russia had his ears cut 
off by his villainous publisher boss. 

Some of these Russian peace-mongers make 
our warmongers look sissy by comparison. 
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Mr. Barrett’s Strong Brief 

Attorney General Barrett has hit exactly the 
right note in his brief asking the Illinois Su- 
preme Court to uphold the act of the 1947 
Legislature to achieve Illinois’ first congres- 
sional redistricting in almost 50 years. Point- 
ing out the grave nature of the “evil to be 
remedied,” Mr. Barrett argues that it would be 
a “travesty on justice to deprive the people of 
their rights because of some obviously minor 
errors of draftsmanship.” 

Rejection of the act would be just that—a 
travesty on justice. After their long sufferance 
of the worst disparities in the country, the 
voters of Illinois have every right to go to 
the polls next April and nominate for Congress 
on a basis of equitable, compact districts as 
voted by their legislators. In setting aside his 
rivalry with Gov. Green, sponsor of the act, 
Mr. Barrett serves the people of his state. 
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As Adults We Might Learn 


Secretary Marshall spoke some wise words 
the other day. He spoke of the importance of 
a knowledge of history for the solution of our 
present problems. He deplored our general ig- 
norance and criticized the way in which history 
is taught in our schools. The present troubles 
of the United Nations, he said, could be much 
better understood if we remembered our own 
history and the bitter struggles that took place 
before our Constitution was adopted. 

While admitting his own inadequate knowl- 
edge, he lamented especially the deplorable 
ignorance of Congressmen. “I have felt,” he 
said, “in our dealing with Congress that one of 
our great troubles is the limitation of knowledge 
of what has happened in the past. I believe if 
there was some way, particularly on the high 
school level, of bringing the students to a little 
perception, not through dull recitations, memo- 
rized, delivered and forgotten, but through some 
graphic means, of what has happened in Greece 
and Rome and the other crucial points in his- 
tory, about three-fourths of the speeches would 
be eliminated in Congress. They would know 
these speeches had already been said and very 
well said many times in the past.” 

Teachers, please note—it is up to you to de- 


liver us from the Congressional Record. As for 
Congressmen, perhaps the motto for you, as for 


the rest of us, is, “It is never too late to learn.” 
In their system of people’s high schools, the 
Danish people do most of their serious study 
of history, not as immature—and bored—juve- 
niles, but as responsible and civic-minded adults. 
Perhaps we could not do better than to take a 
leaf out of the Danes’ book, 
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Unmanned Weapons 

While many military men do not believe that 
war is imminent or necessarily probable, they 
are firmly convinced that the United States must 
be prepared for it as never before. And this 
preparation must include adequate personnel 
trained in the intricacies of such new weapons 
as guided missiles. 

This came clearly out of the talk made here 
yesterday by Lt. Gen. Elwood R. Quesada, com- 
mander of the Air Force Tactical Air Command. 
It is’ not true, he said, that this country has 
nothing ready for push-button war except the 
push-button. Much equipment, however, is 
idle, he added, for want of men capable of 
handling it. 

Here is a need which will not be met by a six- 
months training system, necessary as that is. 
Because of the suddenness and the unprece- 
dented destructiveness with which a new war 
might come, there must be a permanent corps 
of military experts ready to cope with it: In 
short, the United States needs professional sol- 
diers, too, and it is incumbent on Congress to 
do everything possible to facilitate their re- 
cruitment and training. Unmanned weapons are 
as bad as no weapons at all.

Halfway With Attlee. 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


At end of two years in office, Labor Government's record is medi- 
ocre, says editorial; doubts whether Tories could have done very 
much better, and believes party should be kept in power—despite 
loss of middle class support—as a realistic lesson in responsibility. 


From the Economist, London 


Last week saw the end of the second 
session of the present Parliament and the 
beginning of the third. This is the Labor 
Government's and the Labor Parliament's 
watershed. Parliaments sometimes run to 
five sessions, but not often, and there are 
plenty of voices willing to prophesy that 
this particular Parliament will not even 
see its fourth. This, then, so far as can be 
foreseen, is half-time. 


How, at this dividing-point of its career 
does the Labor Government stand? What 
is the score at half- 
time? Not by any 
stretch of language 
can Mr, Attlee’s Gov- 
ernment, to judge by 
its record so far, be 
deemed a good Gov- 
ernment. If judgment 
was still suspended 
at the end of the 
first session, it is 
crystallizing at the 
end of the second, It is 
true that the Labor 
party has yet to lose 
a by-election; but 
that is a more or less 
fortuitous circum- 
stance, and the by-election figures, when 
properly analyzed, have recently begun to 
show a decided turn against the Govern- 
ment. What put Labor in two years ago 
was the large number of middle-class votes 


that they got. But the middle class, to 
judge by admittedly scanty evidence, have 
turned against them. 


Clement Attlee 


Talent Squandered 


The defects of the Government have, in- 
deed, ‘become painfully clear in recent 
months. The most crying defect is the low 
caliber of the men who hold office. Some, 
but a very few, of the present Ministers 


would chaflenge comparison with the best 
that other Governments have contained. 


The average level of competence and 
courage is very low; and Mr. Attlee’s recent 
changes, though they were improvements, 
have served only to emphasize how many 
incompetents he is apparently compelled 
to leave untouched. Mediocre individuals 
can nevertheless sometimes make a good 
team, if they are well led and act together. 
But the present Cabinet have little leader- 
ship. 

Their second defect is that they have 
squandered even such resources of talent 
as they possessed, They have diverted the 
attention of Parliament, of their official 
advisers and of public opinion to a gran- 
diose program of legislation which is now 
seen to be not so much bad as utterly ir- 
revelant to the nation’s needs. 


These are hard words. But politics is 
the art of the possible and he who would 
condemn a group of politicians for their 
misuse of power must first convince him- 
self that a more effective grouping was 
possible. 

Given the fact that the electors wanted 
to put a Labor Government into office in 
1945, could it reasonably have been expect- 
ed to do better? And given the addiction 
of the Labor party to the more sentimental 
aspects of socialism, given the vast inertia 
of the trade unions, the answer can only 
be no, 


Could a Tory Government, if the narrow 


electoral margin had fallen the other way, 
have done any better? The answer is less 
certain, but it is also probably no. The 
Conservatives might have done better in 
some things. They would not have dis- 
tracted attention so completely from the 
real issues. They might have seen trouble 
coming a little earlier. 


But against this a Conservative Govern- 
ment would, deservedly and undeservedly, 
have had to face much more social and in- 
dustrial unrest. It is very difficult to be- 
lieve that, had the crucial two millions 
voted the other way in 1945, the position of 
the country would have been substantially 
different today. 


A National Crisis 


For what is happening is not the crisis 
of a single party or of a single creed, to be 
cured by the application of another party 
and another creed, but the crisis of a whole 
political and social system. 

It is said that a people always gets the 
Government it deserves, and it would be 
hypocritical, as well as uncharitable, to 
blame Mr. Attlee and his colleagues for so 
faithfully reflecting the British people in 
their cardinal misjudgment of the situation 
that existed in 1945 and in their obstinate 
refusal to admit that life is very much 
harder than they hoped it. would be, 


So, although the Labor Government has 
done far from well, it will turn out to be a 
good thing that it has been there these past 


two years. And, by the same token, it is 
better that it should stay in office than 


that any of the possible alternatives should 
be followed. 

A coalition would merely be a dilution of 
responsibility and would sti)) further dimin- 
ish and retard the Government's power of 
decision. A general election, followed by a 
Conservative Government, would be re- 
sented as a repetition of the trick of 1931 
and be used by the Labor party ever after- 


wards as an all-embracing alibi. 


Experience Needed 


If there were, waiting in the wings, an 
alternative Government, equipped with a 
clear and contrasting policy which would 
certainly be better, if the return of a Con- 
servative Government would alter any of 
the fundamental factors in the national 
crisis, if it would mine more coal or sell 
more exports or secure more dollars—it 
might then be right to snatch at the im- 
mediate advantage. But doubts hang over 
all these things. 

And while the advantages of a change are 
problematical, there is one great advantage 
to be derived from the Labor party re- 
maining in office. If they go on as they 
have been going, they will be soundly 
beaten at the next election. But that will 
not finish the Labor party; it will continue 
to govern the country, in alternation with 
the Conservatives, for a long time to come. 


That being so, the more it has its nose 
held down to the grindstone of factual 
reality, the more sentimental nonsense will 
be squeezed out of its beliefs.

The Same Manager. 


The Chatterly-Whitfield colliery 
here is a well-run mine.

The 
private owners, unlike many 
others, had put back sufficient 
capital to modernize the pits and 
keep the operation at a high level 
of productivity. : 

You'd look a long time before 
you would find an abler and more 
energetic man than Ernest Cope, 
the manager. Cope, who began as 
a pit boy at the age of 12, was 
manager of Chatterly-Whitfield 
before nationalization. When the 
National Coa] Board took over all 
the mines last Jan. 1, he was given 
charge of two additional collieries 
in the vicinity. He works intense- 
ly hard and it is obvious that he 
has the confidence of the men, 
Most of the 3000 miners at Chat- 
terly-Whitfield he knows by their 
first. names. 


Blue Monday. 


Yet in spite of this favorable 
combination, 50 per cent of the 
miners fail to report for work on 
Mondays. Absenteeism through 
the week averages about 25 per 
cent, If the force now in the 
mine could be got to work the 
full five-day week, or the new six- 
day week that begins Nov. 1, the 
quota of coal for this pit, and 
more, would come out of the 
ground. And that goes for most 
of Britain's mines. 

The reasons why the men do not 
work longer are many. They de- 
rive from a complex set of habits, 
from the ordeal of the war and 
from the swift currents of social 
change that are everywhere in 
motion. Any easy explanation 


then the men will work. The 
wife’ll sign up to buy a coat and 
they'll have to pay for it.” 


Leisure Saves Taxes. 


The Government has made every 
effort to give mining communi- 
ties first claim on the consumers’ 
goods that are available, The 
shops seem to be fairly well 
stocked. But the men out of the 
pits, who earn their money the 
hard way, feel that postwar prices 
are too high and qualit? too low. 

They have money over and above 
the cost of rationed goods they 
buy — more money than they’ve 
ever had before. They can buy 
beer with it. Or they can bet on 
the races and play the football 
pools. But the most precious com- 
modity they can buy is leisure, and 
that is what they’re having in spite 
of all the exhortations to work 
harder and save Britain. 

Still another factor is the pay-as- 
you-earn income tax. It cuts deep 
into the money the miners make 
on the fifth day of the week, 
which is perhaps the chief reason 
why absenteeism is so high on 
Mondays. 


Outdoors Beckons. 


Then there is the strong persua- 
sion of habit. In summer the 
miners have customarily taken 
two or three days a week to go 
into the country with their fam- 
ilies and pick hops or fruits. They 
had an outing and they made a bit 
of money. ' 

Last summer was the sunniest 
and the warmest in the memory 
of man, The autumn has been ex- 
ceptionally mild: The weather 
was an added inducement to go 
out into the country, especially 
when farmers were paying $3 or 
$4 a day for helpers in the potato 
fields. 

In the old days, and particularly 
during the long depression, it 
didn’t matter if in the summer 
months the pits ran on part time. 
The sun and air were healthy for 
men living underground so much 
of their lives. The change was part 
of the leisurely cycle of English 
life. But it matters today. It mat- 
ters desperately whether more 
coal comes out of the pits, for coal 
is the ammunition in this new

Robert St. John Praises Re- 
construction Going On in 
Yugoslavia. 


Criticism of the government 
supported by the United States in 
Greece was coupled with praise of 
reconstruction in Yugoslavia, un- 
der Communist control, in a talk 
by Robert St. John, writer and 
lecturer, at Second Baptist Church 
last night. 

He was the first speaker in the 
Y.M.C.A. Town Hall series. He 
will speak again at Webster 
Groves High School at 8:15 o’clock 
this evening. : : 

St, John recently returned from 
several months spent in Greece 
and Yugoslavia. In Greece, he 
said, the mountains “are full of 
Greeks, and only a small percent- 
age of them are Communists. The 
rest of them are patriots who are 
disgusted with what they see go- 
ing on in Athens and Salonika and 
are fearful of being killed or go- 
ing to concentration camps for ex- 
pressing democratic views.” 

. Says Billion Was ‘Wasted. 

In the last two and a half years, 
he said, the United States and 
Great Britain have sunk a billion 
dollars in Greece and have seen 
the money wasted on “political 
corruption and luxury imports.” 
Last year’s imports, he said, in- 
cluded $38,000,000 worth of wom- 
en’s lingerie and only $4,000,000 
worth of machines for reconstruc- 
tion. Only airlines connect Ath- 
ens and Salonika, as a result of 
lagging reconstruction, he as- 
serted. 

Neither Greece nor Yugoslavia 
has real freedom, he said, but he 
said he found a different spirit in 
the Communist-dominated nation. 
He told of volunteer Yugoslav 
workers building new railroads 
and power plants.. He said they 
did not consider this work “slave 
labor.” 

“The Yugoslavs don’t know what 
we're talking about when we say 


\they don’t have such things as a 


free press,” he said, “They never 
did have a free press. They 
haven't lost freedom under the 
present government because they 
never had it, but they have gained 
material things and they know 
that.” , 
Describes Repression. 
Describing the repression of the 
present government in Greece, he 
said that the same security police 
which controlled the country dur- 
ing the Nazi occupation now must 
give its approval before a student 
can enroll in high school or col- 
lege. As a result, he said, higher 
education is barred to the masses, 
Of the 16 newspapers in Athens, 
only the two extremely reaction- 
ary royalist papers are permitted 
to circulate beyond the city limits, 
and the others “can’t print much 
but the weather reports and re- 
ports of automobile accidents,” he 
said. 
“I wish I could tell you the other 
side, but I don’t know of any 
other side to tell you,” St. John 
said. “As one Greek put it to me: 
‘No intelligent or decent Greek 
could support the government you 
Americans are supporting in 
Greece.’”

Our President’s hands are tied 
by the fact that the Congress is 
in the hands of the opposition— 
something no other country 
would tolerate.

The Senate and House commit- 
tees for dealing with foreign 
affairs are handicapped by the 
fact that their members are 
picked for senority. The Senate 
and the House obviously will not 
delegate authority to groups of 
their colleagues whose only 
qualifications for their position is 
that they were first elected a 
long time back. Yet it is essen- 
tial that the Administration 
should be able to, act quickly— 
with the certainty of congres- 
sional support. Such support 
could be obtained only from com- 
mittees chosen from both Houses 
by the full membership. 


High Turnover. 


The State Department is handi- 
capped by the fact that almost 
no American Secretaty of State 
ever has enough international ex- 
perience to function on his own. 
Those high officials who should 
lend stability and continuity to 
the policy are paid so badly that 
few of them ever stay long in 
Government service. 

In short, the American appara- 
tus for making and applying our 
foreign policy badly needs 
streamlining for the new age. 

Until it is, the United States 
will continue to appear to for- 
eigners as a “presidential autoc- 
racy tempered by editorials.” Its 
policies will continue to resemble 
impulsive lurches which foreign- 
ers will find it difficult to fathom

SAMUEL CROWTHER 
DIES; NOTED WRITER 


Collaborated With Ford and 
Harvey Firestone in Pre- 
paring Books.

The most productive use to 
which the farmer can put invest- 
ment capital is in machinery and 
methods that will make for more 
efficient farm production, Ches- 
ter C, Davis, president of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 
said today. He spoke before the 
Farmers’ Club of St. Louis at Ho- 
tel Statler. 

“One of the greatest dangers 
the farmer faces,” he said, “is 
in the over-expansion of credit to 
bid up the price of land and in 
encouraging speculation with 
farm values. The farmer who uses 
capital to increase production will 
make a highly profitable yield on 
his investment.”

Gov. Donnelly last July 28 ap- 
pointed former United States Sen- 
ator Frank P. Briggs of Macon, 
and Dru L. Pippin of Waynesville, 
both Democrats, as members of 
the commission. They succeeded 
Stephens and Owen Turnbull of 
Troy, both Democrats.

WOMEN’S DEATH FALL 
ON PEAK DESCRIBED 


Guide Says They Lost Hold 
on Rock, Plunged Into 
Mountain Ravine. 


SANTA FE, N. M., Oct. 28 (UP) 
—A mountain guide told today 
how a young woman insisted on 
staying with her companion, in- 
jured in a fall, until cold and 
fatigue loosened their hold on a 
rock and both plunged to their 
deaths at the bottom of a ravine. 

Rescue workers recovered the 
bodies of Frances B. Krauss, 34 
years old, of Baltimore, and Mil- 
dred Hartig, 26, Evansville, Ind., 
yesterday. Both women were sec- 
retaries at the Los Alamos atomic 
project. They were killed in a 
fall into a ravine at the base of 
Truchas peak where they had 
spent the weekend mountain 
climbing. 

A coroner’s jury yesterday re- 
turned a verdict of accidental 
death after testimony indicated 
that the women died from a com- 
bination of injuries and exposure 
to below-freezing temperatures. 

Sam Martin, a mountaineer and 
farmer who lives at Truchas, 
N. M., at the base of the second 
highest mountain in the state, 
gaid the women hired him as 
their guide for the hiking party. 

He said they were inching their 
way down the icy mountain side 
Saturday after having climbed to 
the top when Miss Krauss. slipped 
and fell several hundred feet. 

“She tried to cross a snow 
bank up there,” Martin said, “TI 
tried to warn her it wasn’t safe, 
but I was too late. She slipped 
and fell. She must have gone 
down several hundred feet before 
she landed on aesharp boulder 
which stuck out from the side 
and stopped her fall. 


“The other woman, Miss Har- 
tig, and I made our way down to 
where Miss Krauss was lying. 

“She was hurt very badly, but 
she was still alive. 

Martin said Miss Hartig insisted 
on remaining with her friend 
while he went for help. He said 
he built a fire on the little pro- 
jection and made them as com- 
fortable as possible. It was a 
very precarious perch, he said, 
and Miss Hartig nad to hold on 
to the cold rocks to keep from 
sliding into the chasm. 

“I didn’t like the idea of leaving 
them there,” he said, “but I knew 
that the only chance was to get 
help as quickly as I could.” 

He said he returned with a rope 
late Saturday afternoon but that 
the two women, apparently 
numbed by the cold, had slipped 
from the crag and plunged into 
the ravine below.

Jolson Redecorates 


Radio Music Hall

NEW YORK, Oct. 28. 
MAN in St. Louis told me his ‘teen-age 
A daughter had come home one day in wild ex- 
citement over a new singer named Al Jolson.

temporary pictures. The patrons are not seeing 
the film again; three-quarters of them have 
never seen it before; they came of motion pic- 
ture age since the film was first released which, 
come to think of it, was a long time ago. Jolson 
has the same solid ingredients of success as 
“Gone With the Wind”—a towering reputation 
and the faint, lavender odor of old tithes when 
life was less worrisome. In addition, he brings 
to the “Kraft Music Hall” a personality which 
has been aged and mellowed by 30 years of show 
business. This rare aggregate of fortunate qual- 
ities is just what the “Music Hall” has needed 
since the departure of-Bing Crosby. 


ee eee 


THE “MUSIC HALL” has been extensively re- 
decorated to fit the personality of its new star. 
You'll hear the old, old songs—not the popular 
numbers of the ‘30s but those of the '20s and 
even older. Jolson likes to sing such tunes as 
“Annie Laurie,”. “Peg o’' My Heart” (which de- 
spite its current popularity was written in 1913), 
“April Showers” and—to translate it into Jolson- 
fan terms—“Mee an’ Muh Ga-a-a-a-l.” 

He is happiest with something like “April 
Showers,” whose lyrics fit his temperament and 
the spirit of his period almost exactly. “So keep 
awn lookin’ faw a blood bud an’ listenin’ faw a 
song.” Any lyric that deviates very far from 
that spirit and those words puzzles him, There 
is something vaguely ludicrous about “I'd lay me 
doon an’ dee” in a rich Scottish brogue ema- 
mating from the throat of the aging mammy 
singer. When Jolson isn’t singing the old 
songs, he’s deprecating the new ones and particu- 
larly the new singers who, in his own phrase, 
“have to hang a microphone on their tonsils.” 
Jolson can still reach into the last row. of the 
balcony without the aid of any mechanical con- 


trivances. 7 
THERE ARE a lot of other new faces around 


the “‘Music Hall” besides Jolson. Ken Carpenter 


is still there and Milena Miller will be around 
from time to time, but the-rest of the cast is 
different. Lou Bring and his orchestra and a 
12-voice chorus help out Jolson on the crescendos, 
More importantly, Oscar Levant and his acid, 
ultra-modern tongue have been brought in to 
provide a contrast to Jolson’s red plush person- 
ality. 

Levant is an excellent example of one of the 
lamentable quirks of contemporary show busi- 
ness. There was a time when a pianist of 
Levant’'s ability—and he has plenty—could get by 
on that alone. Today the successful musician 
must also be a clown or a character of some 
sort. He must not just play the piano, he must 
turn handsprings for the people, too. Levant’s 
handsprings, it must be admitted, are unique. 


He started out making a nuisance of himself on 
“Information, FPliease”’” and gradually has made 


a profession out of being as unlikable as 


possible, There's a great future in it. With all 
the other comedians attempting to be as soft- 
headed and left-footed and lovable as lambs, 
Levant with his brittle, bitter egotism has the 
specialized field of unpopularity all to himself. 
He plays it to the hilt on this show.

“OSCAR, I'VE HEARD some nice things about 
you,” said Jolson the other night. 

“They're all lies,” snarled» Oscar. 
be at all surprised if some day there were an 
Oscar Levant show to which every one would 
listen in order to stick his tongue out at Oscar. 
It’s the sort of appeal Jack Dempsey once had, 
the sort of appear Walter Winchell still has. 
Levant, incidentally, is also a whale of a good 
pianist and his concertos add a lot of class to 
the “Music Hall.” 

Jolson’s contribution to the comedy is only 
fair. He doesn’t try to get laughs, just a smile, 
and with the indifferent material he is given 
even that is difficult. In addition to Jolson and 
Levant, some high quality guest stars may be 
found around the Hall. Opening night brought 
forth Bergen and McCarthy and others have in- 
cluded Lauritz Melchior (another man who has 
found clowning more profitable than serious 
music) and Groucho Marx. Bing Crosby, who 
presided over the “Music Hall” for nine years, 
dropped in the other night for old times’ sake to 
discuss with Jolson the changes in the old place, 
Bing’s moose, and one thing and another. When 
they got the by-play out of the way, the pair of 
them made the rafters ring with a medley of 10 
of George Gershwin’s best tunes—“Rhapsody in 
Blue” (played by Levant), “Swanee,” “The Man 
I Love,” “Lady Be Good,” “Somebody Loves Me,” 
“Embraceable You,” “I Got Rhythm,” “It Ain’t 
Necessarily So,” “Summertime” and “Strike Up 
the Band.”

Try and Stop Me

RTUR RUBINSTEIN, the great pianist, 
was such a social lion in Paris that he 
scarcely found time to practice. In despera- 
tion, he instructed his butler to tell all callers, 


regardiess of their importance, that he was not: 


at home. 

The recognized leader of boulevard society 
phoned one morning while Rubinstein was play- 
ing one of his most tempestuous and difficult 
standbys. “The master is not in,” said the 
butler dutifully. “Poppycock,” snapped the great 
lady, “I hear him playing distinctly.” “Oh, 
no, madam,” the butler assured her. “That's just 
me dusting the keys.” 
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A British Royal Air Force pilot is catapulted from a jet plane in flight on an ejection seat, at a rate of 60 feet 
a second, atter firing a cartridge to release the safety device. A parachute attached to sea! supports both 
until, at a reasonable height from ground, pilot leaves seat, reldases a regular chute and floats to earth.

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Variations of Basic Meat Dishes 


Recipes That Give Housewives Opportunity to Conserve and Economize at Same Time 


By Jane C. Torno 


tion Program is twofold. We 

are asked to conserve wheat 
and grain, and to avoid waste. No 
nutritional sacrifices are neces- 
sary, nor any lowering of our 
usual food standards. With in- 
genuity and imagination we can 
plan good meals featuring the 
foods which are abundant. 

Americans are consuming more 
meat than ever before. It is gen- 
erally agreed that too many of our 
food dollars go into it, while we 
skimp on other necessary foods. 
Here is our chance to coriserve 
and economize at the same time. 

There are many ways to extend 
meat. It is largely a matter of 
endless variations of certain basic 
dishes. 
with a starchy food or with vege- 
tables. It can be served in a good 
sauce or made into an aspic. Drip- 
pings can be re-used, and bones 
go into the.soup pot. Even the 
skin of a baked ham can be vsed 
to flavor bean or pea soup. 


Since we are eating less bread 
and starchy desserts we can well 
make a greater use of meat and 
potato dishes. Start with mashed 
potatoes, freshly made or left- 
over. For a change, add a small 
clove of garlic, a piece of bay leaf 
and a sprig of celery tops to the’ 
potatoes when you boil them.  Be- 
fore adding the milk and butter 
the potatoes may be riced or put 
through a food mill, to guarantee 
a lump-free product. 

Fill a greased baking dish three- 
quarters full with mashed pota- 
toes. Simmer a pound of small 
Sausage links in water for five 
minutes, Drain them and place 
them on top of the potatoes. Bake 
them in a moderate (350 degree) 


oven until the sausages are nicely 
- browned, A pound of sausage pre- 


pared in this way will serve six. 
Frankfurthers (unsimmered) may 
be substituted for the sausages. 

Frankfurters may be split, 
stuffed, with left-over mashed po- 
tatoes and baked at 400 degrees 
until lightiy browned. 

Small amoynts of cooked ground 
ham (or deviled ham) or liver may 
be combined with left-over mashed 


, potatoes, shaped into patties, then 


sauteed in drippings until well 
browned on both sides. 

Individual baking dishes may be 
lined with mashed potatoes, filled 
with hash, chopped corned beef or 
other left-over meat or creamed 
chicken, and baked until brown. 

Mashed potatoes make a good 
dressi for both meat and fowl. 
Spareribs may be stuffed with 
mashed sweet potatoes (apples can 
be added) as well as with sauer- 
kraut. 

Potato boats (stuffed baked po- 
tatoes) offer another way to ex- 
tend small amounts of meat.-Bake 
the potatoes, slit them, scoop out 
the pulp and mash it with butter, 


Meat can be combined’ 


salt and milk or cream. Minced 
celery, parsley, onion juice and 
chopped or ground cooked meat 
may be added to make a filling for 
the potato shells. Dot the tops 
with butter, sprinkle them with a 
little grated cheese and paprika 
and bake them at 400 degrees un- 
til the tops are brown. This dish 
is attractive and good. 

So are pork chops, a slice of 
raw ham or shredded dried beef 
scalloped with potatoes. The po- 
tatoes absorb much of the meat 
flavor. This is an excellent dish 
which, with a salad, makes a 
whole meal requiring but little 
preparation. 

For a hearty luncheon salad add 
diced cooked meat to potato salad. 
Try highly seasoned French dress- 
ing instead of mayonnaise with 
this combination. 

Hashed brown potatoes (either 
white or sweet) may be varied by 
the addition of chopped cooked 
meat. 

The three types of rice—white, 
brown and wild—combine well 
with meat and vegetables or 


sauces, There is also a new ‘type 
of rice on the market, processed 
so that it has neither to be washed 
before cooking nor rinsed after 
cooking. It does not go mushy. 

Look up recipes for Jambolaya, 
for Pilan or for meats in curry 
sauces to be served with rice. 

Well-seasoned mixtures of rice 
and meat are used to stuff 
peppers, eggplants and tomatoes. 
Summer squash and cucumbers 
make interesting and inexpensive 
cases at this season. 


Large cabbage leaves (parboiled 
for three minutes) may be stuffed 
with a combination of rice, onions, 
celery, parsley and raw sausage 
or hamburger or left-over meat. 
(Liver is very good.) Wrap the 


filling in the cabbage ledyes and 
greased baking dish. Dot the rolls 
with butter and pour over them 
or sour cream, then bake |them 
for 45 minutes in a moderate oven. 
IXED vegetable casseroles 
using eggplant, snap beans or 
ingredient make good main dishes 
if garnished with crisp bacon. 
baked with the vegetables for the 
last 15 or 20 minutes. 
may be substituted for lima or 
navy beans and baked with bacon,

Now is the time to try the old 
favorites like pig’s knuckles and 
sauerkraut, braised lamb shanks, 
and a variety of stews—the dishes 
which are usually found only on 
menus of restaurants which cater 
largely to men, 

Lamb nec« may be cut cross- 
wise to make attract.ve chops for 
braising. Veal neck is excellent 
for stew. It has a succulence un- 
equaled by any other cut of veal. 

Serve your meat-saving dishes 
with a flourish. Garnish them 
attractively. Many of these dishes 
raise a wondcrfully appetizing 
smell in the hoi.e which will 
arouse your family’s interest.

Preparing Interior Walls.

‘Very wisely, I think, the United 
States is supporting the demo- 
cratic method of putting matters 
before the representatives of the 
world, letting them argue the 
questions out, and then abiding 
by their decisions. We speak for 
our Own measures, of course; but 
I think we count on the value of 
the proposition developing in open 
debate. And we try not to turn 
the United Nations into a place 
for bargaining behind close doors 
or saying in effect, though it 
might be clothed in diplomatic 
language, ::willy-nilly you must 
vote for what I want, since I have 
great power and can make you 
suffer if you don’t.” That would 
be the quickest way to bring the 
United Nations to an end. 

Real, leadership means develop- 
ing :constructive programs, offer- 
ing them for free and open dis- 
cussion, and abiding by the opin- 
ion of the majority. That, I think, 
the United States is doing and 
will continue to do under our Sec- 
retary of State.

What's in a Name?
